TERMS—Cash (money order, draft or registered letter) 
with order will entitle purchaser to extra count equiva¬ 
lent to a 5 per cent, discount. C. O. D. orders must be 
accompanied with one-third of the amount in cash. Ac¬ 
counts opened only with known or favorably rated cor¬ 
respondents or those furnishing amply satisfactory ref¬ 
erences. 

PACKING—Always free, usually in light boxes, ventilated 
in warm weather, well lined in cold weather and se¬ 
curely strapped. From one to two-thirds (and for very 
distant points all) soil removed and roots carefully 
wrapped in damp moss and paper. 

SHIPPING—Invariably by the best known route, speed, 
safety and economy considered, or one designated by pur¬ 
chaser. The start may be temporarily delayed by rea¬ 
son of exceptionally severe weather. 

EXPRESS shipment is alone recommended as ensuring 
prompt and safe delivery. At the special plant rates, 
which are 25 per cent, below regular merchandise rates, 
charges will never be excessive. Prepayment secures no 
advantage in amount of charges; but, if preferred, for 
the most distant points, add one-fifth to remittance. 

FREIGHT shipment will be made only upon explicit in¬ 
structions and entirely at risk of purchaser. We assume 
no responsibility except to deliver properly packed and 
in good order to depot, bill and route correctly and follow 
with tracer.

Anny Mueller—Brilliant, shining pink flowers in pro¬ 
fusion, with long petals, gracefully curved and slightly 

twisted. A cross between Crimson Rambler and George 

Fernet. Splendid for bedding and dwarf hedges; ever- 

blooming and hardy. 

Antoine Rivoire—Creamy-white, delicately tinted with 
pink; extra large petals, making a bloom of decidedly 

distinct and beautiful form; full and double. 

Apple Blossom—(See Empress of China.) 

Auguste Guinoisseau—(See White LaFrance.) 

Aviateur Bleriot— (Fauquc, 1910.) Saffron-yellow witli 
golden-yellow center; full, medium size, flowering in clus¬ 
ters. Very vigorous and the finest yellow shading of its 
class as well as the first of its color we have been able 
to offer in Wichuraiana section. 

Baby Dorothy—(Sec Maman Levavasseur.) 

Baby Rambler—(See Mme. Norbert Levavasseur.) 

Baby Tausendschoen—(See Louise Welter.) 

Balduin—(See Helen Gould.) 

Ball of Snow—(See Boule de Neige.) 

Baltimore Belle—Pale blush passing to white, very dou¬ 
ble flowers in beautiful clusters, making a perfect mass 
of bloom; one of the very best climbers. r 

Bessie Brown—Of a distinct type in shape and color 
and marvelously beautiful. Erect stems; full, deep blooms 
with enormous petals; white, flushed with pink, growing 
deeper toward center. * 
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Black Prince—Intensely dark crimson, approaching 
black; cup-shaped, large and full, one of the finest of its 
class and color. 

Blue Rambler—(See Veilchenblau.) 

Blumenschmidt—(J. C. Schmidt, 190G.) Pure citron- 
yellow, outer petals edged tender rose. A sport from Mile. 
Franzisca Kruger, which it resembles in form and fo¬ 
liage. 

Bon Silene—Bright crimson-rose; large, beautiful buds 
and blooms with very long petals; a well-known old-time 
favorite, ever fresh and new. 

Bordeaux—(Soupert and Notting, 190S.) Claret-red 
flowers in enormous trusses, earlier and more lasting than 
Crimson Rambler. A gold medal winner. 

Bougere—Peach-pink, delicately shaded with lilac; deep, 
full and double ; famous since 1S32. 

Boule de Neige (Ball of Snow)—Pure white, showing 
light flesh upon opening; - elegantly formed, very full ana 
double, with beautifully shaped petals evenly arranged; 
hardy. 

Bridesmaid—Clear, shining pink; buds of exquisite 
shape; stems long, and stiff; a profuse bloomer.. The 
leader of pink forcing Roses since 3893, and likewise an 
outdoor favorite. 

British Queen—(McGredy, 1912.) Purest white on open¬ 
ing, after disappearance of an occasional slight flush in 
the bud. Tvpe of flower between White Maman Cochet 
and Frau I\arl Druschki, with Tea Rose form and re¬ 
finement of finish; petals massive, with an exquisite re¬ 
flex producing a globular and yet pointed form. Stiff 
slender stems; free and fragrant. . An all 'round Rose, 
valuable alike for exhibiting, massing, bedding, decorat¬ 
ing and forcing. Gold Medal N. R. S., 1912. 

Burbank—Bright rose-pink, a shade darker than ITcr- 
mosa, and as a free a grower. 

Canadian Queen—(Dale Estate, 1912.) Rose-pink, with 
variations from light to dark terra cotta, in a color class 
of its own. Thick, glossy and leathery foliage free from 
mildew. A sport from Mrs. J. Picrpont Morgan. 

Captain Christy—Delicate flesh pink, shading deeper at 
center of magnificent double flowers of bright satiny ap¬ 
pearance. 

Captain Hayward—Bright scarlet, very vivid in summer 
and glowing in autumn. Large, full and bold, the outer 
petals finely reflexed, while the center petals stand up well, 
making a flower of striking beauty. 

Carissima—(Walsh, 1905.) Delicate flesh, non-fading, 
small, double, quilled and imbricated flowers of Carna- 
tion-likc form produced freely and late in large pyramidal 
bunches. Foliage bright glossy green. 

Catherine Mermet—Clear, shining pink with rich amber 
center; elegant buds and large globular flowers; handsome 
bush with dark green leaves. A parent of Bridesmaid 
and The Bride. 

Catherine Zeimet—(White Baby Rambler, P. Lambert, 
1901.) Pure snow-white double blooms in profuse clus¬ 
ters, making a sheet of white color, with a fragrance sim¬ 
ilar to Hyacinths. A compact, bushy grower of dwarf 
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habit: foliage dark, glossy and finely cut; ever-blooming 
and hardy. 

Champion of the World—Color of Hermosa, but larger 
flower. Vigorous and hardy. 

Charles Dingee—(See Wm. R. Smith.) 

Chromatella—See (Cl<?th of Gold.) * 

Climbing American Beauty—(Hoopes Bros. & Thomas, 
1911.) A seedling from American Beauty with an admix¬ 
ture of Wichuriana and tea blood. Same as its name¬ 
sake in size, color and fragrance, with the addition of the 
climbing habit. Better blooming qualities, good foliage, 
and has proven hardy and withstood heat and drought. 

Climbing Baby Rambler—(See Miss G. Messmann.) 

Climbing Clothildc Soupert—Ivory-white, shading toward 
center to silvery-rose; perfectly full and double; rapid 
climber, abundant bloomer and entirely hardy. 

Climbing Devoniensis—A sport from the bush Devonien- 
sis, with which it is identical except in climbing habit and 
greater vigor. 

Climbing Frau Karl Druschki—(W Lawrenson, 1906.) 
A sport irom and identical with the parent Druschki ex¬ 
cept in habit of growth. 

Climbing Kaiserin—(See Mrs. Robert Peary.) 

Climbing Killarney—A vigorous climber, otherwise pos¬ 
sessing all of the splendid qualities of the parent Killar¬ 
ney. 

Climbing Madame Caroline Testout—(Chauvry 1902.) 
Beautiful glowing pink, identical in flower with its parent 
namesake; a rampant climber. 

Climbing Madame Wclche—(Mellen, 1911.) A soft 
shade of amber-yellow, deepening toward the center to 
coppery-yellow, delicately clouded with a pale, ruddy crim¬ 
son.

Climbing Souvenir of Wootton—Velvety red; same in 
bloom as the bush Wootton, from which it is a sport; a 
strong, rampant climber, profuse with splendidly formed 
flowers. 

Climbing White Maman Cochet—(Australia, 1911.) A 
climbing sport from the most beautiful and popular of 
white garden roses. Enough said in its name. 

Clio—A vigorous grower producing handsome foliage ; 
large globular flowers of flesh color shaded to the center 
with rosy-pink. Similar to Margaret Dickson. 

Clothilde Soupert—A really wonderful Rose for bedding 
out or for pot culture; medium size and very double; 
white, shading to deep pink at center; a profuse bloomer 
and a strong dwarf grower, deliciously fragrant. 

Cloth of Gold—(Chromatella.) A favorite climber in the 
South for verandas, etc.; large, very full and double; 
highly fragrant; a clear, golden-yellow in the true vari¬ 
ety which wc supply. Medium hardy. 
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Conrad Ferdinand Meyer—Pure, silvery-pink, surpassing 
all others of^ the Rugosa family in beauty of color and 
fullness of form; fragrant and hardy; will not mildew 
nor black-spot; handsome in foliage and valuable as an 
ornamental shrub. 

Coquette de Lyon—Lovely canary-yellow; graceful buds 
and large deep flowers. One of the best for open-ground 
and pot culture. 

Coquette des Alpes—Large, full and well formed with 
very large petals; lovely pure white in color; fragrant; 
profuse bloomer; hardy. One of the-very best of its class. 

Cornelia Cook—Clear snow-white; immense buds and 
symmetrically arranged flowers on massive stems. 

Countess of Shaftsbury—(H. Dickson, 1911.) Bright, 
silvery-carmine, mottled and flushed pale shell-pink at the 
edges of the petals, giving a delightful picotce effect, the 
color of the base of petals deepening with age to light 
cochineal carmine. Upright, vigorous, of free branching 
growth, with a profusion of large flowers of perfect shape 
and outline, high pointed center and exquisite refinement 
and finish. The finest of all pink Roses for bedding, mass¬ 
ing and garden decoration. 

Creole Beauty—(See Madame de Vatry.) 

Crimson Baby Rambler—(See Mme. N. Levavasseur.) 

Crimson Rambler-—The most popular out-of-door climb¬ 
er of today; a rapid producer ot long heavy canes, reach¬ 
ing a height of ten to twenty feet in one season; rich 
clusters of bloom form a mass of vivid crimson beauty 
until late in the season.

The best white forcing Rose ex¬ 
tant, promising to supplant both Kaiserin and White Kil¬ 
larney. 
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Duchesse de Brabant—Exceptionally healthy, vigorous 
and productive; large, full, beautiful in bud and bloom; 
highly fragrant; soft, light rose, with heavy shading of 
amber-salmon. 

Duchess of Albany—(Red La France.) Two shades 
darker than its parent, the Pink La France, of which it is 
a duplicate in size, form and habit. 

Duchess of Wellington—(A. Dickson, 1909.) Intense saf¬ 
fron-yellow, stained with deep crimson, deepening with 
the development of the flower to a coppery-yellow of a 
distinctly new shade. An admirable new Rose similar in 
style to Killarney. 

Edward Mawley—(S. McGredy, 1911.) Velvet-crim¬ 
son of a deep, rich color on huge petals beautifully ar¬ 
ranged to form faultless blooms of wonderful depth, sweet¬ 
ly perfumed and never off color in the hottest weather. 
Growth handsome, uniform and perfect, holding each bloom 
rigidly upright. An ideal, free and perpetual flowering 
garden Rose promising success as a forcer. Aptly named 
after the most beloved British rosarian; awarded gold 
medal of N. R. S. 

Empress of China;—(The Apple Blossom Rose.) Pretty, 
bright pink flowers in clusters; free-blooming, strong grow¬ 
ing and hardy. 

Erna Teschendorff—(Teschendorf?, 1911.) Carmine-red 
sport from and fuller than Mme. Norbert Levavasseur, of 
fiery color similar to Gruss an Teplitz; never blues. 
Blooms from May to end of October. Claimed the newest 
and best of the Baby Rambler class; a medal winner. 

Ejoile de France—(Star of France. Pernet-Ducher, 
1905.) A brilliant shade of clear red-crimson velvet, cen¬ 
tering to vivid cerise; large flowers on long, stiff stems; 
remarkably vigorous, free-blooming and hardy. Grown 
to some extent as a cut flower variety, but its chief value 
lies in its striking beauty as an outdoor bloomer and bed- 
der with bronzy-green foliage.

Excelsa—(Red Dorothy Perkins, Walsh, 1909.) Intense 
crimson-scarlet; double flowers in brilliant clusters set in 
glossy, shining foliage which never mildews nor spots. 
An intensified Crimson Rambler, which it promises to dis¬ 
place. Extremely vigorous and the handsomest of all red 
cumbers. 

Flower of Fairfield—(Everblooming Crimson Rambler, 
Ludorf, 1908.)

Deep car¬ 
mine-red; long, well-shaped buds and large, full flowers 
of imbricated form in wonderful profusion; a free and 
constant bedder with beautiful foliage. Princcsse Alice dc 
Monaco X Rose d’Evian. 

General Jacqueminot—A celebrated and much sought for 
variety, both for planting out and pot forcing; shapely 
buds and. handsome blooms of bright, shining crimson, 
rich,' brilliant, velvety and fragrant. Everybody knows 
and wants the “Jack’’ for its all ’round good qualities 

General McArthur—(Hill, 1905.) Vivid crimson scar¬ 
let, the most beautiful shade of any garden or forcing rose 
offered, retaining its brilliancy when expanded to flowers 
of superb form, larger than Liberty or Meteor; free from 
mildew. 

George Reimers—(Soupert & Notting, 1910.) Brilliant, 
fiery red, more gleaming than “Richmond.” Massive 
petals and large, perfect form. A continuous bloomer 
recommended for both bedding and forcing purposes. 

Giant La France—(See Mmc. Caroline Testout.) 

Giant of Battles—Rich red; very large and of good 
form and substance.

Golden Gate—A strong grower for bed or house; pro¬ 
duces freely, long, beautifully pointed buds,. opening to 
large double flowers; creamy-white, tinted with soft yel¬ 
low at base'of broad petals bordered with clear rose. 

Graf Zeppelin—(Boehm, 1910.) An attractive and fas¬ 
cinating coral-red of vigorous and hardy growth; blooms 
abundantly and continuously in large umbels. Highly rec¬ 
ommended as the most beautiful and valuable climbing 
Rose of recent years. 

Green Rose—(See Viridiflora.) 

Greville—(See Seven Sisters.) 

Gruss an Teplitz—(Greeting to Tcplitz, or Virginia R. 
Coxe.) Hardy in all . sections; grows freely to a height 
of four to five feet; vivid, dazzling, fiery crimson; sweetly 
fragrant; produces a mass of gorgeous blooms on long 
stems. 

Helen Good—(Good, 190G.) A true sport from Maman 
Cochct, duplicating its habit and foliage, while the color

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shaped deeper, with a very slight resemblance to Golden 
Gate in color. 

Helen Gould—(Balduin.) An incessant grower and 
bloomer, hardy everywhere. Long, beautiful buds and full, 
double flowers of warm, rosy-crimson, resembling a red 
ripe watermelon. 

Henri Martin—Light, glossy-red, tinged with crimson; 
full and sweet; finely mossed. 

Hermosa—Popular for many years; cup-shaped, finely 
formed and full flowers of soft, deep pink; everblooming, 
beautiful and hardy. 

Hiawatha—(Walsh, 1005.) Glowing ruby-crimson, with 
a clear white eye; single flowers in clusters; light glossy- 
green foliage; a seedling from Crimson Rambler; excellent 
for climbing, trailing or forcing. 

Hugh Dickson—(H. Dickson, 1905.) Brilliant crimson, 
shaded scarlet; very large and beautiful in form, with 
large, smooth petals, slightly reflexed on the edges. A 
vigorous grower, with handsome foliage; very fragrant. 

Irish Beauty—(See Killamey.) 

Isabella Sprunt—Bright canary-yellow; a free grower 
and bloomer; forces well and a good garden Rose. 

Ivory—(White Golden Gate.) Pure ivory-white; long, 
elegantly pointed buds and massive blooms borne on 
strong, stiff stems. 

Jacob’s Perle—(Jakobs, 1904.) Rose center, edged sal- 
mony-ycllow, large, full and of perfect form. A strong, 
upright grower and free bloomer of exceptional merit. 

James Sprunt—Deep cherry-red flowers, rich and vel¬ 
vety; full, very double and sweet. 

J. B. Clarke—(H. Dickson, 1905.) Intense scarlet, 
shaded crimson-maroon, very dark and rich, and sweetly 
fragrant; petals large, deep and smooth; extremely high 
pointed center; foliage bronzy-green changing to dark 
green; growth strong and upright, making a large, hand¬ 
some bush. 

Jeanne d’Arc or Johan of Arc—(Levavasseur, 1910.) 
Pure, milk-white seedling from Mme. Norbert Levavasseur, 
with equally good flowering qualities but smaller foliage. 

Jeanette Heller—(See Wm. R. Smith.) 

Jessie—(Mcrrywcather, 1909.) Bright, cherry-crimson, 
likened unto Richmond in color and nonfading; claimed to 
excel all red Baby Ramblers, in beauty of color. Splendid 
for pot culture, bedding and massing; blooms constantly 
until frost. 

Jonkheer J. L. Mock—(Leenders, 1910.) Clear imperial 
pink, reverse of petals rosv, silvery-white; blooms of mag¬ 
nificent size and form, produced freely on stiff, erect canes; 
the strongest grower in the Hybrid Tea class. A giant of 
the La France type (TcstoutxChatenayXFarbenkoenigin.) 
Awarded two gold and. one silver medals and five first 
prizes in Europe. 

Jubilee—A new hardy, everbloomer; buds long and 
graceful; flowers extremely large, full and double; color 
glowing, velvety-crimson with shading of maroon-red at 
base; fragrance delicious. 
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Kaiserin Augusta Victoria—Pure white, does not pink 
when planted out: splendid, large buds and superb, full, 
double blooms, making the choicest cut flowers. A most 
sturdy grower, blooming steadily from early spring until 
late frost. 

Kaiserin Goldifolia— (“The Golden Bcdder Kaiserin.*’)

^Killarney—(The Irish Beauty.) Brilliant sparkling pink 
with large, pointed buds, broad, wax-like petals and enor¬ 
mous semi-full flowers of exceeding beauty. One of the 
very finest forcers. 

Killarney Queen—(Budlong, 3912.) A cerise-pink sport 
from Killarney, unequaled for clearness and brightness of 
color, with petals larger than in the parent, and its per¬ 
fect foliage likewise larger and more glossy. 

Kommerzienrat # W. Rautenstrpuch—(Lambert, 1909.) 
Delicate salmon-pink, center bright* yellow, reverse of pet¬ 
als whitish. Very floriferous and continuous, forming 
trusses of a dozen blooms. 

Lady Battersea—(Red Niphetos.) Lovely wine-red; very 
long, pointed buds and large, full and double blooms. 

Lady Gay—(Walsh, 1903.) Cherry-pink, fading to soft 
white; the flowers, in large, loose trusses, together with the 
buds and foliage, form a mass of beautv from base of 
vine to tips of branches; a perfectly hardy climber. 

Ladv Hillingdon—(Lowe & Shawyer, 1910.) Deep apri¬ 
cot-yellow to orange; lon^, pointed buds; a very free flow¬ 
ering forcer, and a striking decorative Rose.

Outside of petals 
deep, coppery, reddish-salmon; inside apricot-yellow, 
flushed fawn and copper; lovely in color and form. Vig¬ 
orous, free-branching, flowering at the point of every 
shoot. Gold medal N. R. S. 

La France—Sivery-rose, with pink shades and satin¬ 
like petals of unsurpassable beauty; large, symmetrical 
and deliciously fragrant blooms from June until frost; 
hardy with protection. 

Lamarque—A rampant climber; large clusters of full, 
very double and sweet, pure white flowers. A beautiful 
Rose for which there is a great demand. 

Laurent Carle—(Pernet-Ducher, ' 1907.) Brilliant vel¬ 
vety carmine, with long buds borne on long stems, open¬ 
ing into large flowers of perfect form and fullness. An 
extremely vigorous grower of erect branching habit, with 
splendid dark green foliage. 
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Louise Welter—(Baby Tausendschoen, Welter, 1910.) 
Small cupped blooms of veine'd rose with feathered edges 
of soft clear pink. A lovely little novelty, .each bush 
forming a symmetrical bouquet. 

Louis Philippe—Brilliant fiery red; one of the best 
bedders. 

Madame Abel Chatenay—A £Ood grower and perpetual 
bloomer; large and beautiful in bud and bloom; deep, 
recurved petals of rose-pink, with a tinge of salmon. 
Bright, pretty and popular. 

Madame Angelique Veysset—(See Striped La France.) 

Madame Caroline Testout The Giant La France)— 
Brilliant % satiny-rose, deepening at center and bordered 
with silvery-rose; immense broad petals and extremely 
large flowers. 

Madame Charles Wood—Bright, fiery-red; a generously 
large Rose, very double, full and quite fragrant; hand¬ 
some, showy, and a constant bloomer throughout the sea¬ 
son.

Manda's Triumph—Pure white, well-formed, double 
flowers in clusters; sweetly scented; an entirely hardy 
climber or trailer. 
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Marechal Niel—Climbs to a great height and yields 
beautiful golden-yellow. buds and blooms in rich profusion, 
with, a fragrance peculiar to the Marechal Niel alone. A 
special favorite in the South, where it attains the greatest 
perfection, while its buds are worn the world over.

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Red Dorothy Perkins—(See Excelsa.) 

Red Kaiserin—(See Mme. Jules Grolez.) 

Red La France—(See Duchess of Albany.) 

Red Maraan Cochet—(See Helen Gould or Balduin.) 

Red Niphetos—(See Lady Battersea.) 

Reine Marie Henriette—A congenial companion to the 
Marechal Niel; a sturdy climber and everoloomer, thriv¬ 
ing especially well in the South. Elegant in bud, with 
large, full, finely formed flowers of rich, brilliant crimson. 

Rena Robbins—(Hill, 1911.) White or lemon with 
orange heart; immense globular flowers on splendid stiff 
stems. A very strong grower for bedding purposes. Seed¬ 
ling of Paul Neyron and Mme. Jenny Guillemot. 

Reve d’Or—(Golden Chain or Climbing Safrano.) 
Orange-yellow or deep saffron; a strong climber and a 
beautiful pillar Rose. 

Rhea Reid—(Hill, 190S.) Described by the introducers: - 
“Large as American Beauty (one of its parents), double 
as Bridesmaid, fragrant as La France, continuous as The 
Bride, and red as Richmond in winter. Produces a pro¬ 
fusion of long canes and resists both mildew and black 
spot and makes most rapid growth.*’ 

Richmond—(Hill, 1905.) Scarlet-crimson of a most 
brilliant hue; long pointed buds and beautifully striking 
flowers on tall, erect stems; handsome dark foliage; a 
rapid grower and constant producer. One of the most suc¬ 
cessful new forcing Roses of recent years, a seedling from 
Lady Battersea, fertilized by Liberty. 

Robert Duncan—Bright rosy-crimson, with large shell¬ 
shaped petals and perfectly formed flowers. A favorite 
Irish hybrid of vigorous growth and abundant bloom. 

Robert Heller—(Heller, 1911.) Deep golden-yellow; a 
seedling from Perlc des Jardins, deeper in color and strong¬ 
er in growth. A constant summer bloomer, vigorous, thrifty 
and one of the most brilliant and beautifully formed yellow 
Roses yet introduced. 

Robin Hood—(Hill, 1912.) Glorious rosy-scarlet color 
at once soft, bright and lasting; bloom full and of 
beautiful form. Heavily caned and profuse in foliage; a 
ready grower and free producer. 

Roger Lambelin—A striking oddity; dark, glowing crim¬ 
son with a contrasting white band on irregular edges of 
petals shaped similarly to a double Petunia. Hardy, vig¬ 
orous and fragrant. 

Russel’s Cottage—Dark red: very double and full; a~* 
strong grower and profuse bloomer. 

Safrano—Bright apricot-yellow, changing to orange- 
fawn, reverse of petals tinted with flesh-pink; splendid 
buds and fine star-shaped flowers; vigorous, productive 
and fragrant. 

Seven Sisters—(Greville.) Flowers in large clusters 
varying from rosy-red to blush-white, several shades be¬ 
ing frequently found in the same cluster. Our stock is of 
the true variety. 

Shower of Gold—(Paul, 1910.) Deep golden yellow and 
orange flowers borne in splendid trusses forming a mass of 
bloom. Extremely long laterals are densely clad with a 
beautiful Wichuriana foliage, the leaves on upper side a 
vivid, glossy j?rcen, the under side and stems a reddish 
brown shot with a silvery sheen. 
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Sir Thomas Lipton—(Conard & J., 1903.) The best 
double white Rose in its class, beautiful and constant in 
bloom, of most vigorous habit and iron-clad constitution. 

Snowflake—(See Marie Lambert.) 

Snow Queen—(See Frau Karl Druschki.) 

Solfatare—Clear sulphur-yellow; full and double, 
blooming in clusters. A vigorous climber for which Cloth 
of Gold is often substituted; our stock is of the true 
variety. 

South Orange Perfection—Soft blush-pink at the tips, 
changing to white; perfectly formed, double blooms in 
profusion; a hardy climber or trailer. 

Souvenir de la Malmaison—Lovely flesh-pink, elegantly 
shaded with rosy-peach; perfectly full, double, and very 
.large flowers of fine symmetrical form; fragrant, free and 
vigorous for out-of-door cultivation. 

Souvenir de Pierre Notting—A seeding of Marechal 
Niel and Maman Cochet. Color shadings difficult to de¬ 
scribe, combining creamy-white, faint orange-yellow and 
light peach, with edges of petals bordered in carmine-rose, 
all blending in beautiful harmony. Elongated buds and 
large, full flowers. 

Souvenir de President Carnot—Superb in shape and ex¬ 
quisite in color. Long, beautifully pointed buds, develop¬ 
ing into large, full and double flowers with thick, heavy, 
shell-like petals. A delicate flush-white, shaded a trine 
deeper at the center, very slightly suffused with fawn. 
Each individual flower distinctly apparent on a long, stiff 
stem. 

Star of France—(See Etoile de France.) 

Star of Lyon—(See Etoile de Lyon.) 

Striped La France—(Madame Angeliquc Vcysset.) Color 
same as the beautiful pink La France, except delicate 
stripes and shades of white. Otherwise the equivalent of 
its parent. 

Sunburst—(Pernet-Ducher, 1912.) Orange-copner or 
golden-orange and golden-yellow, all intense shaacs, giv¬ 
ing an extremely brilliant effect. A giant Rose, long stems, 
long, pointed buds, vigorous, free and healthy, with splen¬ 
did keeping qualities as a forcer and also an excellent 
bedder. 

Sweetheart—Buds of bright pink, shading to a soft white 
in the full blooms; very double and fragrant; a hardy 
climber or trailer. 

Tausendschoen—(Thousand Beauties, Schwartz, 1900.) 
Varying shades from a delicately flushed white to a deep 
pink or rosy-carmine, in bright clusters of blossoms almost 
covering the handsome pale-green foliage. A. vigorous, 
hardy climber with few. thorns, of German origin. 

Tennessee Belle—Bright rosv-pink; vigorous climber 
and generous bloomer. One of the most beautiful of the 
hardy climbers. 

Thalia—(See White Rambler.) 

The Bride—Pure white under glass, taking on a deli¬ 
cate pink tinge out of doors. Forces well and produces 
abundantly for cut flowers. 

The Queen—Pure snow-white; beautifully formed buds 
and large petals; a free and continuous bloomer, ex¬ 
quisitely scented. 



Thornless Rambler—Deep rose, free flowering and • as 
vigorous a climber as Crimson _ Rambler, with long, nar¬ 
row and pointed leaves changing, in color like autumn 
forest leaves and yet holding its foliage. Absolutely 
thornless in both leaf and stem, disproving the old adage, 
“No Rose without a thorn.” 

Trier—(Lambert, 1904.) creamy-white, semi-double, 
free and continuous, producing in large clusters. 

Ulrich Brunner—Brilliant cherry-red flowers of im¬ 
mense size and bold globular form. Seedling of Paul Ney- 
ron, strong and disease resisting. 

Universal Favorite—Beautiful rosy-pink, resembling 
“Bridesmaid;” large and double; a rapid climber or trailer 
of free branching and blooming habit. 

Veilchenblau—(Violet Blue or Blue Rambler, Schmidt, 
1909.) A sport from Crimson Rambler and as vigorous a 
climber; . produces immense panicles of blooms, opening 
reddish lilac, changing to amethyst and steel-blue. A Ger¬ 
man novelty of recent introduction, the nearest approach 
to a blue Rose. 

Vick’s Caprice—A variegated hardy Rose; large, fra¬ 
grant and attractive flowers of satiny-pink, distinctly striped 
and shaded with white and bright carmine; slightly cup¬ 
shaped, but full and deep; blooms at frequent intervals 
during the entire season; healthy and vigorous. 

Violet Blue—(See Veilchenblau.) 

Virginia R. Coxe—(See Gruss an Teplitz.) 

Viridiflora—The only green Rose extant, deep pea- 

green blooms, same in color as the foliage. 

Wellesley—(A. Montgomery, 1905.) Bright, clear sal¬ 
mon-rose, reverse of petals silvery-rose; retains the form 
of Liberty and the fullness of Bridesmaid, its parents; 
tall, stiff canes; vigorous, healthy and free. 

White American Beauty—(See Frau Karl Druschki.) 

White Banksia—Small, double, pure white flowers in 
clusters, with violet fragrance. A vigorous grower. 

White Baby Rambler—(See Catherine Zeimet, Jeanne 
d’Arc.or Zclia Bourgeois.) 

White Bougere—Pure, ivory-white, with never a tint or 
shade whatever; free flowering, large, full and double; 
a favorite in the South especially. 

White Dorothy Perkins—(Cant, 1908.) A pure white 
sport from Dorothy Perkins, with which it is identical in 
foliage and habit. A valuable addition to the hardy climber 

White Golden Gate—(See Ivory.) 

White Hermosa—(See Marie Lambert.) 

White Killarney—(Waban, 1909.) A pure white sport 
from the pink parent, the newest thing in a forcing Rose, 
admittedly a strong competitor of The Bride. Our stock is 
of the true Waban strain. 

White La France—(Auguste Guinoisseau.) Large and 
finely formed ,buds and blioms having broad petals of 
silvery-white with very delicate pink shadings. A frag¬ 
rant, free and continuous bloomer. 

White Maman Cochet—Very large and beautifully 
formed in bud and bloom; pure waxy-white under glass, 
taking on a faint pink flush out of doors which enhances 
its beauty. Vigorous and produces abundantly for cutting. 
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White Rambler—(Thalia.) Grows vigorously in clusters 
of pure white flowers. 

Wichmoss—(Barbier, 1912.) Daybreak pink semi-dou¬ 
ble flowers of medium size in clusters, dancer on reverse 
of petals. Bud heavily mossed in bright green, with the 
peculiar aromatic odor of the Moss Rose family, yet re¬ 
taining the_ scandent habit of the Wichuriana, making 
growths of 5 to S feet in length with fine resistant foliage. 
(Wichuriana xSalet.) 

Wichuraiana—(Memorial.) Pure shining white with 
bright golden center; single large blossoms profuse in 
July; glossy dark green leaves. 

William Allen Richardson—Deep orange-yellow, with 
center of coppery-yellow, faintly tinted with rose; beau¬ 
tifully colored and formed. 

William R. Smith—(Charles Dingee, Jeanette Heller or 
Maiden’s . Blush; Smith, 190S.) Creamy-white with shad¬ 
ings of pink; a seedling from Maman Cochet and Kaiserin 
Augusta Victoria; beautiful m form and colors; glossy fo¬ 
liage; long, stiff stems: vigorous in growth; a superb 
summer bedder and hardy with light protection. 

Yellow Banksia—Small, double, sulphur-yellow flowers 
in clusters, with violet fragrance. A vigorous grower. 

Yellow Maman Cochet—(Madame (Dcrcpas Matrat.) 
Heavy foliage and strong, stiff stems, carrying gracefully 
shaped buds and fine, open flowers of sulphur-yellow. 
This not being a true Cochet and not so strong a grower 
as Pink and White Maman Cochets, we recommend Mile. 
Helene Gambicr, Mme. Jenny Guillemot, Etoile de Lyon 
and other newer sorts as more satisfactory yellow Roses. 

Yellow Rambler—(Aglaia.) A hardy climber. Double 

golden-yellow flowers in large clusters. 

Yellow Soupcrt—(See Mosella.) 

Zelia Bourgeois—(Welter, 1912.) Glistening snow-white 
small flowers evenly disposed on full trusses; of round, 
compact habit, ideal for pot culture; forms, a sheet of 
white for bedding purposes; perpetual during summer. 
Pre-eminently the best new White Baby. 

Hardiness 

Hardiness varies considerably between different Roses 
belonging to the same class, but in a general way they 
may be divided as follows: 

Most Hardy Sorts—Hybrid Pcrpetuals (IT. P.) ; Hardy 
Climbers (IT. C.), and Ramblers (R.); Mosses (M.); 
Wichuraiana (W.). 

Hardy With Protection—Hybrid Teas (TT. T.); Climb¬ 
ing Hybrid Teas (C. H. T.); Hybrid Bengal (II. B.); 
ITybricf Polyantha (IT. Pol.); Polyantha (Pol.). 

Least Hardy Sorts—Teas, cverblooming (T.); Climb¬ 
ing Teas (C. T.); Noisettes (N.); Bourbon (B.); China
